Detective Sergeant Charles F. Tighe; 
who according to witnesses blackjacked 


Avenue. and West Forty-third Street on 
Thursday afternoon, ‘maltreated passing 
women, choked a seven-year-old girl and

» It was reported last night that; Police’ 
Commissioner Enright, after hearing of

rance or of unwillingness to discuss the 
mat .

ot charges made against Tighe since he 
went on the force in 1912, which “had 
been subpoenaed several weeks before 
Tighe went-on his !atest rampage. This, 
rd showed that seven different 
‘uate had been made against Tighe, 
including one of intoxication, one of 
being found absent from his post in a 
liquor saloon, one of improper patrol 
and four of striking prisoners with his 
club. The record shgws that Tighe was 
fined two days’ pay one occasion, 
one .day’s pay on another occasion, re- 


ceived three reprimands and two com-

Harmony Ne Nearer in Kings. 


The Brooklyn situation seemed ‘no 
nearer harmony than it was on Wednes- 
day, when friends of Senator Lockwood 
first éallea attention to ufiderground ac- 
tivitles by Republicans closely magenice 
with the Livingston wing.,of' the.

THE SURGEON AND HIS HIRE. 

Johns Hopkins. Hospital may expect 
one speedy result from its new ruling— 
that its doors will be besieged by all 
the ultra rich in need of an operation: 
Truth to say, surgeons’ charges in 
their upper range have long b€en 
highly questionable. They have been 
scaled, not primarily to the importance 
of the operation or the skill of the 
cperator, but to the means of the pa- 
tient. One surgery-of national renown 
employs agents te, make a thorough 
investigation as to the patient’s an- 
nual income and then writes out a 
bill: for a twelfth of it—not infre- 
quently a matter of very many thou- 
sands of dollars.. Some local. practi- 
tioners are almost as steep in their 
charges. When it. happens, -as ‘it 
sometimes will, that the patient dies, 
the bill presents a perplexing problem 
to his executors—which is often car- 
ried to the courts. Dean WILLIAMS 
was not without justification when 
he said that the love of money was 
the greatest danger confronting the 
medical- profession and had already 
seriously lowered its — before 
the public. | ;

Ships will be turned over to 
responsible companies on an equitable 
arrangement, and in the end the com- 
panies will own the ships. 

In thrifty Norway, .one of the lead- 
ing trading nations, everybody is in- 
terested in ships, cargoes and bal- 
ances. Stock in shipping companies 
is widely distributed. It is the pride 
of the prospering Norwegian to take 


shares. Otherwise Norway would not 


be the successful trading nation it 
is. Private operators in the United 
States cant borrow money from ‘the 
banks to pay for the ships they take 
over from the Government, but unless 
they can sell their bonds their busi- 
hess will not flourish. Investors must 
go into partnership with them when 
satisfied that there are profitable car- 
goes for the merchant fleet fo carry. 
Publicity, therefore, must be a con- 
cern of the Shipping Board. The 
American people must become ‘‘ ship- 
minded.’’ Chairman LaskER is him- 
self an advertising expert.

IRISH TROUBLE-MAKERS. 

The British Prime Minister alluded 
yesterday in the House of Commons to 
the ‘‘ criminal malignity ” with which 
certain persons were striving: to 
‘‘ frustrate the hope’of peace in Ire- 
land.” In this.country, it is a pleasure 
to note, most Irish-Americans have 
behaved discreetly. Since the negotia- 
tions between Luoyp GEORGE and DE 
VALERA began they ‘have taken the 
position that there ought to be no in- 
terference from this side. So there 
has been a marked abstention from 
inflammatory speech ,or yrovocatory 
acts. 

This, unfortunately, is not true of 
all sections of the Irish in the.

The Irish Labor Party is bitterly op- 
posed to any treating for peace be- 
tween the Irish leaders &nd the Brit, 
ish Government. Its organ here is 
The Irish People, the last issue of 
which declares it to be the bounden 
duty. of the Irish race.everywhere to 
“* overthrow the’ empire.” 
that there is no hope of securing a 
recognition of the Irish Republic by 
the American Goverhment, it affirms 
that this will soon be attended to by 
‘* the Workers’ Republics which will 
‘“take the place of the present dic- 
** tatorship of capitalism,” 

At is worth while to call attention to 
this lunatic fringe of the Irish. move- 
ment, not because it is important in 
itself, but on account of the threat of 
trouble which it contains for the real 
Irish leaders, so soon as the time 
comes for them to recommend . an 
agreed settlement. A settlement: is 
the last thing that a few uneasy Irish 
spirits desire.

Originally, with her wonted Yankee 
thrift, Massachusetts sold her slaves to 
the: South, because. she found. them un- 
profitable in her .industries, and* be- 
cause they could not stand the ate.

Virginia 
levied a tax of £380 a head on every slave 
brought within her. borders.

How Far Can They Be Restricted 
by the Majority? 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In a recent editorial article you criti- 
cised one of your correspondents who 
had characterized our prohibition laws 
as an offense against the principles. of 
literty. as understood by pcople living 
under free institutions.. Your justifica- 





than his numerous predecessors, among | t!on of these laws was founded on the 


fact that, being enacted by a mafority of 
the legislators, they repres:nted the will 
of a free people. 

It would be interesting, I think, to 
many of your readers if you would give 
them the benefit of your opinion as to 
how far ‘the majority may go0-in re- 
stricting the personal habits of .the. 
entire community. . We live under a Gov- 
ernment of limited. powers. There seems, 
in the first instance, to have been a 
premonition of what might happen if 
this majority rule became. autocratic. 
Hence the jowers of the majority were 
carefully .circumscribed. . Every effort 
was made to safeguard the rights of the 
minority, Religious liberty, the freedom 
of the press, the right of assemblage 
and other expressions of personal Jib- 
erty, which had become ‘quickened, ‘in 
the human. consciousness a3 tne resuk 
of centuries of struggle, were made im- 
maune from the attacks of the ever ruth- 
less majority. 

Now, is the majority ovarstepping its 
jurisdiction ‘when, on the ground of pub- 
lic welfare, it prohibits an act which in 
itself is not reprehensible? Undir mar- 
tial law, of course, the heavy hand of 
ths Government may be laid: on. the 
people’s liberties. Persong may be for- 
bidden even from walking ch the streets 
or going about their daily ‘business, but 
I am not referring now to emergencies. 
May the majdrity, in ordMmary circum- 
stances, on any ground whatever, forbid 
me from leaving my home after a certain 
hour, from walking on Sunday éxcept to 
church, from chopsing- my. own place 
and‘ method of worship, or from doing 
anything else which is. not inherently}, 
wrong? May it do this without offense 
to our free institutions? 

If the answer is ‘“‘yes,’’ it is useless 
to. argue against prohibition of liquors 


or tobacco or Sunday movies as an ‘in- 
fringement those personal rights 
which. our institutions are suppos to 
protect. In that case, spirit of the 
Constitution ‘is. killed. e lai eh 
from which that. instrument sp 
which lit’the:torch for the French ae 
lution are no longer vibrant in our po- 
a 9 and social consciousness.’

Referring to. a cable to. THe Truws 
from London, dated July 19, which ap- 
peared under the title ‘Sims Contro- 
versy Hurt Our Prestige,’’ I. would like 
to invite your attention to the fact that 
this article contains a great mass of very 
serious and damaging errors. It is, in 
effect, a review of the report of the in- 
vestigation by the subcommittee of the 
Senate of the criticisms of the Navy De- 
partment’s conduct of the war. This ap- 
Pears to me such a serious matter as to 
demand careful examination of the ac- 
tual evidence before an article dealing 
with it is published. The testimony be- 
fore the committee has-been in print 
for about a year. A masterly and, I be- 
lieve, fair summary of the testimony has 
been published in ‘‘ Naval Lessons of the 
Great War,’’ by Lieutenant Kittredge 
(Doubleday, Page & Co.). Your corre- 
spondent, in reviewing this very serious 
matter, has admittedly based his state- 
ments upon his ‘* refreshed recollections 
this morning of the matters covered by 
the Senate finding.”” The following are 
some of his recollections: 

Referring to my actions in England, he 
** He quickly conceived the idea of 
the convoy system as the best protéction 
against submarines.’* This is a, matter 
which I have'taken all possible pains to 
explain in my book; ‘‘ The Victory at 
Sea."’ I-had nothing to do with the con- 
ception of the convoy’ system. It! was 
conceived and applied hundreds of: years 
ago. Long before the time of my arrival 
in-England it was advocated by a great 
many officers of the British Admiralty. 
and the British Navy, as explained in 
‘my book. I simply added my: opinion to 
that of those officers. , 

Continuing the recollections ‘of: your 
correspondent: ‘‘ Mr. Daniels supplied.a 
good many destroyers.’’ The utmost 
that the Administration could be per- 
suaded to send in the early part of the 
war was six, and they did not arrive 
until about one month after we entered 
the war. 

The statement of your ‘correspondent 
that the serious delays were due to dif- 
ficulty in communication and under 
standing between those in the field mp. | 
the ¢ivilian heads of the Government is 
quite mistaken. The only essential dif- 
ficulty. was that the civil heads of the 
Government at first opposed the recom- 
mendations of their representatives at 
the front, thus causing long and costly 
delays before finally adopting them. 

The statement that, as a result of an 
error in the reported amount of ton- 
nage being sunk, the Washington au- 
thorities were induced to adopt a more 
rigorous policy in sending destroyers 
for the convoy system is grotesquely in 
error. The official records and testi- 
mony presented before the Senate com- 
mittee make it entirely. clear that the 
Navy Department’ refused to supply the 
number, of cruisers necessary for th: 
ogean .escort; that-during the first three 
months. of the war there were only 
abcut thirty destroyers sent to the other 
side; that for many months afterward 


4 the increase in the numbers was very 
small; “and that after the war had been 
in progress ‘nearly three months the 
Navy Department made the astounding 
announcément, in a cable to the com- 
Tuander of the forces at the front, thrt 
in their opinion vessels with arpied 
guards. and sailing singly were: safer 
than in convoy. e 

The statement that in the latter stages 
of the war Washington took the lead in 
American co-operation is true;. but, as 
explicitly pointed out in the original 
criticisms,. and as shown. throughout 
the hearings, the investigation was not 
of these later stages of the war, bi 
solely of the disastrous’ @élays that 
were caused by a lack of co-operation 
in the first few months of the war. 

As. to the statements of your corre- 
spondent about the North Sea: barrage, 
I do not «believe you would have al- 
lowed them to be. published had the 
necessary trouble been taken merely to 
glance over the testimony given before 
the committee, which showed that our 
‘own people, both on the other side and 
in Washington, and as reported by Ad- 
miral Mayo,’ after consultation with the 
Allied Naval Council, recognized the 
impossibility. of establishing the barrage 
with the only means that were in ex- 
istence at the time it was first pro- 
‘posed ; and that the only thing that 
made the barrage possible was the sub- 
sequent invention of an. entirely new 
type of mine. With the type of mine 
in existence when the. barrage was first 
proposed, experience had shown not 
only that it would have been impossible 
to. maintain a barrage across the North 
Sea, but that it would have taken about 
five or six hundred thousand of these. 
mines ‘to make the barrage effective— 
and it would have required some years 
te build these. That is; why ‘your corre- 
spondent, as he has said, ‘ repeatedly 
heard statements by naval officers that 
it would take too long to lay the bat- 
rage, and that after the time was thus 
consumed the barrage ‘would: probably 
be destroyed in a single stormy night.’’

The statement that it was almost im- 
possible to get enlistments for the Ger- 
man: submarine service is in error. .The 
defection in the German Navy never ex- 
tended to the submarines.. They oper- 
ated to the very end of thé war and 
went out on the duty assigned them at 
the time that the German battleships’ 
crews refused service, 

Your ‘corfespondent is serpadt in say- 
ing that ‘the-collapse of the submarine 
effort was one of the things that broke 
the German: morale and led to the mili- 
tary surrénder. This was ‘due to the 
fact that by the Winter of 1917-18 it 
Was apparent to the Germans, as it-was 
to us, that their intensive’ submarine 
campaign conld not succeed. 

. It fs, of course, truc that the number 
of troops ‘sent over from America was 
the determining factor in terminating 
the war. It is true that they were. sent 
over with great speed in’. the second 
year of the war, but your correspondent 
fails to’ note; however,: that, at the end 
of the first year after we entered the 
war there’ were only about 300,000 
troops in France, and that noné of these 
had been engaged in operations with ‘the 
enemy. He also neglects. to note ‘that 
the sending over of the essential rein- 
forcements of troops with any reason- 
able speed did not begin until April, 
1918, that is to say, after the great Gur- 
man drive began on the western front. 

The statement. that the décisions of 
our. Government were féarless and 
prompt; and that we stood by.the Allies 
like a rock, is true enough during the 
very last stages of the war, but, as 
mentioned above, the wholé-of the crit!- 
cisms directed against our naval ad- 
ministration .was that’ there was very 
serious lack. of decision and lack of 
promptness during the early stages of 
the war, and that consequently great 
losses of shipping and Hves were in- 
curred and thé war was. considerably 
prolonged. 

The final statement in the article is 
that “in circles well informed regarding 
the war, the Senate committee’s com- 
ments are regarded as showing the kind 
of ignorance usually exhibited by arm- 
chair critics.”” The. Senate committee’s 
comments are based exclusively upon 
the testimony of about twenty Admirals, 
as well as other officers,,and upon the 
official records submitted by those offi- 
cers. The committee's report is ‘noth- 
ing but a summing up of the testimony 
of the officers and of thé facts as shown 
by the official records. of the war. 

The criticisms that brought about the 
investigation by the Senate were sub- 


mitted in the hope that the exposure | 


of the disastrous errors made in the be- 
ginning’ of the war would not only |- 
render such mistakes impossible in the 
future, but would be the ‘means ofthelp- 
ing the navy to correct the fundamental 
errors of organization which were the 
cause of these mistakes; that is-éo say, 
the unmilitary organization of our Navy 
Department which rendered efficient 
preparation for war impossible in’ time 
of peace, and which rendered’ the effi- 
cient conduct of. war impossible in time 
of. war. The testi 
Navy Department was forced, after war 
was declared, to reorganize the Navy 
Department, and that this reorganiza- 
tion was not completed before the end 
of the war. 

I suppose I feel more strongly. upon 
this subject than I could expect the re- 
sponsible editors of newspapers to féel, 
but it does seem to me that in a matter 
which concerns so vitally our first: line 
of defense a subject of this kind should 
not be handled so casually and that the 
opinions of a man who could not pos- 
sibly be adequately informed should be 
published: to the detriment of, our ser- 
vice. 

It even seems’to me that the innate 
tance of thé subject ig so. great that it 
would not have been too much for a} 
great newspaper like THE New York 
Times to have asked .a competent law- 
yer to go over the testimony and the 
official records’ submitted in the inves- 
tigation. and made a report as a guide 
to the paper’s editorial comment and 
policy in the matter.  . 

The errors in an article of this kind, 
supported editorially by a journal of 
such great influence'as°THE Times, ap-: 
pear to me’ so detrimental to the in-|* 
terests of the navy as. to require .cor- 
rection. They tend ‘strongly to neutral- 
ize’ the work ‘of those officers who for 
thirty years have worked to bring avout 
the reorganization of the Navy Depart- 
ment, which ‘all the many witnesses, at 
the investigation testified is nesessary 
to. efficiency. 

Based. upon this testimony the- com- 
mittee recommended the appointment’ by 
the President of a commission of officers 
and civilians to report upon this subject.

WASHINGTON, July 29.—The text of 
the law recently passed by the Legis- 
lature of the State of Vera Cruz, Mex- 

ico, which provides for the distribution 
ofthe profits from all industry among 
workmen and: employers, was received 
here today. While the law has been in- 
rerpreted in some quartérs as providing 
for the distribution annually among the 
workers of 50 per cent. of all profits ac- 
criting from. industry, the ‘text of the 
law does ‘not specifically mention ‘the 
amount to be received by the workmen, 
merely stipulating that*their:share shall 
not be less than 10. per cent. On’ the 
subject of retroactivity the law says: 
. “Within a period of thirty days after 
the promulgation of this.law the Cen- 
tral Board will order, in .conformity 
with same,-the installation in the State 
pef:the special commissions who will de- 
termine the participation that the work- 
ingmen should have in the profits .real- 
-ized in the establishments of this: Fed- 
eral entity, in the period of time com- 
prised between Feb. 5, 1917, and Dec. 
$1, 1920.” , 

The law was signed by the Governor 
of. Vera Cruz on July. 3, and according to 
unofficial reports, has just been promul- 
gated. These reports lack verification, 
However, 

“The law is very long, comprising 
eighteen typewritten pages, and makes 
elaborate provision. for the operation of 
the oe ene pane. Numerous fines 
are imposed for minor. infractions of the 


law, and expropr es of property is 
provided for refusal to comply with its 


Lutbority for the enforcement of the 
law is vested’ in .a special commission 
eppointed in each municipal seat. of 
Government, and -consisting of three 
workingmen, saree penton ane of the 
employers, and with a*third party as 
Chairman, elected through common ‘con- 
sent. from. representatives of both the 
employers. and workmen. .

She Had~ Her “Full Day” 
- ‘Tribunal, Says Mullan—Up-

Supremé Cotirt Justice Mullan granted 
judgment to Frank J. Gould yesterday 
on his demurrer. to the divorce suit filed 
against him here by. Mrs. Edith Kelly 
Gould, in which he contended that he 
had ‘divorced, the plaintiff in Paris be-’ 
fore she sued him here, and for that 
reason, her suit should be dismissed.. 

Mrs, Gould’s chief contention was that 
both she and her husband were resi- 
dents. of New, York State, and that the 
action should have been brought against 
her here... She. also asserted, that: the 
service of. the papers on_her in Paris 
was not valid, according.to the laws.of 


this State, but when Justice Mullan} 


heard the case several months ago he 
intimated that hé felt that Mrs. Gould 
had had her day in court, and that she 
could not resort to the New York courts 
because she was dissatisfied with the 
decision of tht Frenth courts. — 

In his opinion Justice Mullan ex- 
pressed his belief that Mr. Gould’s re- 
sort to the French court was not fraud- 
ulent, and he ‘was also. satisfied with 
' the evidence against Mrs. Gould, con- 
sisting of testimony by the French po- 
lice. He said that Mr. Gould had ‘‘ no 
apparent intention to return to the’State 
in- which he claimed a legal domicile,’’ 
and-to all intents and purposes had ‘be- 
come‘a resident of France.
